Judge Thomas of Santa Ana, sitting in Los Angeles 
county just now, is appalled at the num ber of divorce 
cases brought before him. He will find upon investiga­ 
tion, doubtless, that the marriages out of which the 
actions grew, were in many instances perpetrated in his 
own Santa Ana, the outcome of a silly dare, or of a drink 
too many. 
However, this does not lessen the right to 
be appalled. 
Many laymen partake of the same emo­ 
tion.

this is good counsel will not be questioned, and yet to 
follow it is not easy always.

Judge Thomas inveighs against the domestic garment 
known as a Mother Hubbard, apparently giving no

It is cheap if procured 
ready-made, and easily fabricated by anyone having 
moderate skill with the needle. 
Moreover, in the m atter of tidiness, the man of the 
house has responsibility.

Unquestionably if he does not give his wife the price of 
suitable array, it is no part of his business to blame her 
for whatever garb she may be wearing when he comes 
home for work.

Nor can he justly regard it as her duty to 
be sweet and dainty of aspect if she toils all day, and has 
nothing to don that suggests sweetness and daintiness.

SAVE FLOOD 
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Recommends Conservation of 
Storm Waters of the 
Local Rivers 


Thinks It Cheaper to Preserve 
Than to Carry Flood 
Waters Away 


"As 
a 
taxpayer 
of 
Los Angeles 
County, I believe that it is manifestly 
better for the people to conserve the 
flood waters of the San Gabriel and 
Santa Ana rivers than to bond them­ 
selves tor an enormous debt to carry 
these waters hurriedly to the ocean 
without obtaining from 
them 
any 
benefit,” says Joseph H. Call, in a re­ 
cent letter to the press. 
"The system of levees undoubtedly 
will not be a success, for each new 
channel will be filled up with silt in 
the same manner as the old channel 
silted up, requiring a constant raising 
of levees to meet the flood waters of 
the rivers. 
“The flood waters of the Santa Ana 
and the San Gabriel and Lytle creek 
and the San Antonio river and con­ 
tributory streams form one of th e ! 
greatest assets of Los Angeles County ! 
“If conserved by reservoirs it would 
greatly increase the wealth and popu- j 
latlon of Los Angeles and 
Orange, 
Counties. 
“For many years past my attention 
has been directed to a great natural 
reservoir more titan sufficient to bold 
all the flood waters of file streams 
and into which all of the flood water' 
can be carried in gravity ditches. 
“This reservoir is at the gorge of. 
the Santa Ana river, where it cuts | 
through the Temescal mountains. 
“The reservoir site is a distance of 
less than 40 miles from Los Angeles, 
east of the city, and I am informed by 
prominent engineers that a dam at this 
place IOO feet high will hold more- than 
400,00 I acre feet of water. 
"The amount of flood water of the 
streams 
mentioned, 
including 
the 
Santa Ana and the San Gabriel, and 
including ten years of drouth from 
1893 to 1903, averages about 80,000 
acre feet per annum. 
"But in wet years, such as we have 
had in the last few years, 
it 
will 
sometimes reach more than 
300,000 
acre feet in a single year. 
"It is about 20 miles from the north 
of the Rincon reservoir site and all 
down hill on a gravity flow, which 
can be cared for by a gravity canal, 
that the bulk of the water originates. 
"I would be very glad to have the 
county board of supervisors investi­ 
gate the matter of conserving the sur­ 
plus water before spending money on 
ii scheme to hurry it to the ocean, and 
to have careful engineers report on 
this reservoir site in connection with 
conservation of the flood waters. 
"I believe we can add 100,000 acres' 
of irrigable land to this district by 
conserving the flood water, and tile 
cost would not be one-half of what it 
would cost to build levees. 
"It is known that one acre of tilled 
land will support five people, so that 
ROO,OOO additional people can be cared 
for In these 
two 
counties 
on 
the 
land that could he put under irriga­ 
tion by conserving the flood waters. 
“This plan will add greatly to the 
prosperity of the city, as the water 
will he distributed on irrigable lands 
along the foothills, where it will flow 
at a lower level to the land that now 
receives most of this flood water, not 
impairing the water rights of the land 
further down the bed of the stream. 
"If the water Is hurried off to the 
ocean, and taken away from the ag­ 
ricultural lands further down the bed 
of the streams, the owners of these 
lands will be entitled to damages, for 
I heir lands will not have the same ag­ 
ricultural value. 
"Tile reservoir site can easily he ac-, 
quired by condemnation, as most of it 
is alkali land, and it has not a great 
commercial value.”
